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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

The IDS filed 12/03/2003 contains two references that have been previously cited 
by the Examiner: Vaughn (US005485161 A) previously cited on the PTO-892 mailed 
8/31/2003 and Bremer et al. (US005184123A) previously cited on the PTO-982 mailed 
12/27/2001. Accordingly, the references have been crossed off the IDS as already 
considered. See attached. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10, 12, and 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Per independent claim 10, the Examiner finds the amendment to the claim filed 
9/20/2004 and the Applicant's arguments to be persuasive that the claim as now recited 
is not taught, nor reasonably suggested in combination by the prior art. Specifically, the 
prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest in combination the present navigation 
system wherein the system includes an information storage element including traffic 
restriction information applicable to the vehicle only on roadway which is open to travel 
by the vehicle, a display unit that displays the traffic restricted information in numeric or 
alpha-numeric characters constantly during the period of restriction applicability and a 
wireless mobile telephone connected to the storage element whereby information about 
the traffic restrictions is retrievable from a stationary transmission station in a mobile 
radio network and is upgradeable as now claimed. 
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Claims 12 and 15 serve to further define the invention of claim 10 over the prior 

art.
